IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please replace claims 3, 4 and 13 as follows: 

3. (Amended) A spray comprising a can containing urethane prepolymer in 
accordance with claim 1, with high pressure liquid gas for spraying. 

4. (Amended) An adhesive material, to fix a relief resin film onto a printing base 
of a printing machine, comprising a supporting layer and adhesive polymer polymerized and 
cured from urethane prepolymer in accordance with claim 1 and impregnated into or coated 
onto the supporting layer. 

1 3 . (Amended) A printing relief, to be fixed onto a printing base made of a metal 
in a printing machine, comprising a relief film made of a resin and an adhesive material of 
which an adhesive strength to the metal is stronger than to the resin characterized that the 
adhesive material is the adhesive material of claim 4. 
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REMARKS 

Claims 1 - 14 are pending. By this Preliminary Amendment, claims 3,4 and 
13 are amended. Prompt and favorable examination on the merits is respectfully requested.

4. (Amended) A n adhesive material, to fix a relief resin film onto a printing base 
of a printing machine, comprising a supporting layer and adhesive polymer polymerized and 
cured from swd-urethane prepolymer in accordance with claim 1 and i mpregnated into or 
coated onto the supporting layer. 

13. (Amended) The printing relief as set forth in claim 1 2 A printing rehef. to be 
fixed onto a printing base made of a metal in a printing machine, comprising a relief film 
made of a resin and an adhesive material of which an adhesive strength to the metal is 
stronger than to the resin c haracterized that the adhesive material is same to t he adhesive 
material of claim 4. 
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
